S. O. 43 < 50 .—In exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (f) and (g) of sub-section (1) of 
section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 (9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby make* 
the follow'ng further amendment in the rules published with the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Railways (Railway Board) No. TCIlI/3036/58/Natiflca- 
tion dated 28th August, 1958, nemely:— 

In the said rules, in rule 7, for sub-rules t a) and (b), the following sub-rules shall be substi¬ 
tuted, namely 

“ (a) Demurrage on coaching vehicles, other than passenger vehicles, may be charged at 
the rates specified in the table below:—

In cases in which the 
unloading of a con¬ 
signment is required 
to be done by the 
consignee, but (a) 
the consignee fells to 
perform the un¬ 
loading of a consign¬ 
ment from a vehicle 
within the free time 
allowed or (b) the 
railway consi¬ 

ders that earlier 
release of vehicles 
will be secured by 
the work of unload¬ 
ing of the vehicles 
being performed by 
itself even though 
within ihe free time 
allowed, then, in eit¬ 
her event, it shall 
be open for the 
railway to undertake 
the work of unloa¬ 
ding and to charge 
the consignee for 
doing so. 


Vehicles so unloaded 
will be subject to any 
demurrage that 
might have accrued 
before the Railway 
unloaded the vehicle. 

Also consignments bo 
unloaded will be 
liable to whar¬ 
fage under rule 1 
above. 

Note: —Working hours are as notified by each Railway Administration from time to time. 

(b) Demurrage on paasanger carriages, other than tourist' cars and saloons, reserved for 
t he convenience of paieengera and not availed of or availed of bul detained at the starting station, 
e ■ route or at destination, may be charged at the rates specified below subject to a minimum charge 
•f Ra. 10 per four-wheeler, R*. 15 per six-wheeler and Rs. 20 per bogie:—
